Forthe ecretin ces or Ipt- 
als, beeing ded ofthe Duke his ok 
dings, and how ſtronglie he had fortified him 
ſelf; in Trenches and bulwarks, with all pofſi- 
ble ſpeed marched towardes him, taking with 
him ſucha competent number of horſemen, 
and footmen, as he thought ſufficient to with- 
ſtand the forces of the aduerfarie. 
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' Being come ſomewhat neere the place, - he 
.cauſed his armie to march forwarde both/lea- 
ſurclie and aduiſedlie, the better to preuent ſe- 
cretambuſhes2 and viewing with prouidenre

And although hehad not in his band ſo ma- 
nieas theEnimiewas by addes,yethe wanne 
the Duke of Parme his.
